CANADIAN PUBLISHERS’ ASSO¬ 
CIATION. 

At the first annual meeting of the Canadian 
Publishers’ Association, held at Toronto last 
week, the following gentlemen were elected 
officers for the ensuing year : J. Ross Robert¬ 
son, President ; A. S. Irving, Vice-President, 
and G. M. Rose, Secretary and Treasurer. 

A large amount of business was transacted. 
A memorial was submitted and adopted for the 
consideration of the Dominion Government, 
setting forth the injustice of the present state of 
the Imperial law on copyright, by which an 
American publisher has privileges that cannot 
be attained by a Canadian publisher. The fact 
is set forth in the memorial that an American 
publisher can reprint a British copyright book, 
export it to Canada, and on payment of 15 per 
cent to the Canadian Government and \i ]/ 2 per 
cent to the author, sell the book in Canada, 
while the Canadian publisher, even if he will 
Pay 27 ]/ 2 per cent, is not allowed to reprint. 

A deputation was appointed to proceed to 
Ottawa to lay before the Government the case 
of the publishers, and urge that the Canadian 
Government ask from the Imperial authorities 
the right to legislate for itself in matters of copy¬ 
right. 

A resolution was passed asking the press to 
take the case of the publishers in hand. 


THE LIBRARY OF CONGRESS. 

The N. Y. Tribune gives the following ab¬ 
stract of the annual report of Mr. A. R. Spofford, 
Librarian of Congress,summarizing the progress 
of the Congressional Library and the operations 
of the copyright department during the year 
ended on the 31st of December: 

The entire library now numbers 420.092 vol¬ 
umes, as against 396*788 volumes one year ago. 

Out of this aggregate, 52,591 volumes of books 
belong to the law department of the library. 

The accessions to the collections during the 
year 1881 embraced 23,304 volumes of books 
and 12,834 pamphlets. 


The books acquired by purchase numbered 
7429, and by copyright deposits 11,372. The 
copyright deposits or pamphlets aggregated 
8928, bringing up the total number of pamphlets 
now in the library to about 146,000. 

Over 5000 books and pamphlets were added 
to the library during last year through the 
Smithsonian Institution, and about 2500 were 
received as donations and exchanges. 

The business of the copyright department ex¬ 
hibits a slight increase for the year 1881, although 
the entries and receipts during the year 1880 
were unprecedented. The aggregate entries 
last year were 21,075, of which the principal 
classes were as follows : books, 7400 ; periodi 
cals, 4339 ; musical compositions, 5578; dra¬ 
matic compositions, 415, engravings and chro- 
mos, 1583. 

Librarian Spofford says, in conclusion : “ The 
question of most absorbing interest, regarding 
the present condition and future care of this 
great collection, remains yet unsettled so far as 
final action on the part of Congress is concerned. 
It is earnestly hoped that this long delayed 
measure for the protection of the public proper¬ 
ty, and for the permanent conservation and or¬ 
derly arrangement of the invaluable collection 
which the Capitol can no longer hold, will now 
become a law.” 


PERSONAL NOTES. 

Mr. J. C. Derby, long and well known 
among publishers, has severed his connection 
of many years with the house of D. Appleton 
& Co. Mr. Derby purposes to resume the 
business of publishing books, and will be happy 
to see his friends. His present address is : 
Care Brown & Derby, No. 21 Park Place, New 
York. The Mail and Express, in making note 
of this change, gives the following interesting 
bit of literary history. “Mr. Derby, who, we 
believe, was originally from Auburn, was a 
leading New York publisher twenty or twenty- 
five years ago, and, in that capacity, had the 
honor of introducing many now famous authors 
to the notice of their admiring countrymen and 
countrywomen, among others Mr.’ Thomas 
Bailey Aldrich, whose first volume of verse, 
‘The Bells,’ and whose first fiction, ‘Daisy’s 
Necklace, and What Came of It,’ were ushered 
into momentary existence by him. He also, if 
our memory is not at fault, stood sponsor for 
‘The Newsboy,’ ‘The Household of Bouve- 
rie,’ and a good, rich work from the burin of 
Mr. Dick Tints.” 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Justin McCarthy is writing for the Epochs 
of Modern History series a volume entitled 
“ Epochs of Reform, 1830-1S50.” 

Robert Grant, the authdr of “The Confes¬ 
sions of a Frivolous Girl,” is said to be writing 
a new novel in the interval of his occupations 
as the private secretary of the Mayor of 
Boston. 

Charles Welsh has in preparation a work 
which will be published by Messrs. Griffith & 
Farran, entitled : “A Bookseller of the Last Cen¬ 
tury-being some account of the life of John 
Newbery and of the books he published,'with 
a chapter on the later Newberys.” “ The philan¬ 
thropic publisher of St. Paul’s Churchyard” 
as Goldsmith, in his “Vicar of Wakefield,” has 
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called him, is a figure of some interest in the 
literary history of the eighteenth century. The 
first bookseller who made the issue of books 
for children a business of any importance, he 
brought before the world a number of books 
which have proved of incalculable benefit. 
But not only is he to be remembered as the 
publisher of “ Goody Two Shoes” and kindred 
works ; he was intimately associated with Dr. 
Johnson, Oliver Goldsmith, Smart, and many 
others, and he busied himself with many proj¬ 
ects of a seemingly more important character 
than the publication of works for the young. 
The volume will be supplemented by an alpha¬ 
betical list of books published by the Newberys 
from about 1730 to 1800. 


LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

E. H. Libby, Chicago, has commenced the 
fortnightly publication of a “ Farm Library” at 
10 cents each. 

"The Orthoepist” and “The Verbalist,” 
by Alfred Ayres, published by D. Appleton & 
Co., are among the most successful of recent 
publications. The former is already in its 
twelfth, the latter in its fifth edition. 

James R. Osgood & Co. have in preparation 
a volume of " Familiar Allusions,” which was 
begun by W. A. Wheeler, author of the “ Dic¬ 
tionary of Noted Names of Fiction,” and which 
will be completed by his nephew, Charles G' 
Wheeler. 

Cassell, Peiter, Galpin & Co. have in prep¬ 
aration a new work, entitled “ Pleas for Pro¬ 
tection Examined,” by Mr. Mongredien, author 
of the " History of the Free Trade Movement 
in England” and other popular volumes of an 
economic and political value. 

Roberts Brothers will publish by and by a 
book of '* Sonnets and Canzonets,” by A. B. 
Alcott, mostly written within the past two years, 
since he passed his eightieth birthday. Many 
of them refer to Mr. Alcott’s friends, living and 
dead, but the names are not given. 

J. M. Stoddart & Co., Philadelphia, an¬ 
nounce as nearly ready a new volume of 
poems, written by a friend and college-mate of 
Oscar Wilde’s, who will preface the poems with 
an introductory article, relating the circum¬ 
stances under which they were written, and 
other matters of interest connected with them. 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons will shortly publish for 
the Society of Political Education the second 
series of their “ Library.” This will include 
Blanqui’s “ History of Political Economy in 
Europe,” “ Money and the Mechanism of Ex¬ 
change,” by J. Stanley Jevons, and John Stuart 
Mill’s essay •' On Liberty.” 

There is a great “ boom ” in Longfellow lit¬ 
erature, in preparation for the poet’s seventy- 
fifth birthday, which occurs February 27, and 
which is to be celebrated in thousands of 
schools. The Longfellow “ Leaflets,” which 
contain short poems and prose passages from 
Longfellow’s writings, are admirably adapted for 
use in schools, and should be considered in 
stocking up with Longfellow literature. 

Dr. Holland’s family and editorial asso¬ 
ciates authorize a positive contradiction of the 
statement that he was the author of the long 
poem, “ Geraldine,” which was published anon¬ 
ymously not long ago. The rumor, which was 


started about the time of Dr. Holland’s death, 
has grown now to positive assertion ; and it is 
requested by those who were nearest to Dr. 
Holland that the journals which have printed 
the statement should, in justice, print the de¬ 
nial. 

Marcus Ward & Co. have just received a 
fresh stock of “ The Haven of Peace,” a devo¬ 
tional text-book for every evening, and “ The 
Anchor of Hope,” a devotional text-book for 
every morning, by Rev. J. H. Macduff. It is a 
small quarto, beautifully printed on heavy paper 
with marginal decorations, and is two books 
bound in one, which the reader can reverse. A 
small lot were received just before Christmas, 
but were speedily exhausted. They are making 
preparations to move from Philadelphia to New 
York. They expect to occupy their new head¬ 
quarters, 734 Broadway, by March 1. 

The souvenir programme of the 100th night 
of “ Patience” in New York, and the 250th in 
London, printed and published by the “ Art In¬ 
terchange Publishing Press,” and issued simul- 
taneously*here and in England, is something 
quite unique in its way. It is beautifully 
printed in colors, and contains nine illustra¬ 
tions of the characters of the opera, designed 
and drawn by J. E. Kelly, which are exceed¬ 
ingly spirited and excellent likenesses of the 
leading actors. Mr. Smalley, in writing from 
London to the New York Tribune , says of this 
souvenir, “ It is the most elegant production 
of the kind that has ever been seen on this 
side of the Atlantic.” 

The enormous business done in the publica¬ 
tion and supply of valentines shows no dimi¬ 
nution this year, and the dealers offer very full 
lines, ranging from the cheapest caricatures to 
the most elaborate and elegant designs. Among 
these latter will, of Course, be included those 
of Messrs. L. Prang & Co., which are especially 
noticeable for excellence of finish and artistic 
design. Their valentines now exceed 125 va¬ 
rieties, rich in colors, and supplied either with 
or without the silk fringe. Some of these de¬ 
signs, printed on satin, are most elaborate, and 
by maintaining the standard of artistic excel¬ 
lence achieved by their other holiday cards, 
have done much toward raising the valentine 
standard above its old-time level of mere cari¬ 
cature. 


The third volume of the writings of Kossuth 
will be published in March. In addition to 
some new light on the circumstances of the 
death of Ladislaus Teleki, it will contain a full 
account of the bank-note trial. 

The first volume of the ‘‘Selected Prose 
Writings of Bayard Taylor,” translated by Mrs. 
Taylor, has since its publication in Leipsic last 
autumn had a notable success. This volume, 
which contains the Weimar papers and the es¬ 
says on the chief German writers and on Ten¬ 
nyson and Thackeray, has been welcomed with 
admiring appreciation by the German critics. 
The Deutsche Revue concludes an encomium 
with the declaration that the essays ought to be 
placed in every library in Germany beside the 
classics of her literature. The second volume 
of Mrs. Taylor’s translation, containing her 
husband’s “ Notes” to both parts of “ Faust,” 
is now in the hands of the publisher, and will 
appear in April.
